TO THE ENDS OF THE EARTH 
Painting Che Soto Landocape 


SAMUEL SCOTT, ASSOCIATE CURATOR, MARITIME ART AND HISTORY 


The Western imagination has long held a deep 
fascination for the frozen far north and south. 

The remote location and extreme polar environ- 
ment enshrouded them as mythic and fantastical 
locations. The triumphs and tragedies of early 
19th-century expeditions that battered their way 
through the harsh frigid landscapes fed the popular 
hunger for stories and, more importantly, images of 


the polar experience. 


Painters were attracted to the drama and imagina- 
tive power of the polar landscape even as they were 
challenged by its inaccessibility. Members of explor- 
ing expeditions who had artistic training in addition 
to their scientific and navigational skills created 
most of the early paintings of these regions. These 


artists celebrated the accomplishments of polar 


voyagers, like George Back, James Clark Ross and 
Charles Wilkes, through dramatic juxtapositions of 


the landscape with human elements. 


By the middle of the 19th century, however, artists 
began making their own journeys to the far north 
and south specifically for the purpose of creat- 

ing paintings of these fabled places. For artists 

like Frederic Church and William Bradford, the 
unique conditions of the polar environment were 
a perfect vehicle for conveying the spiritual con- 
nection with indomitable natural phenomena that 
was a central focus of the Romantic Sublime. Their 
brushes captured monumental icebergs, sweep- 
ing vistas of windblown ice and the fragility of any 
human presence, all illuminated by the unique 


light of the high latitudes. 
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The museum receives national recognition for its experience- 
based programs for students and teachers, the Museum Action 
Corps internship program for high school and college students, 
and interactive learning spaces such as the Idea Studios and the 
Art & Nature Center. Public programs feature live performances, 
artist demonstrations and residencies, hands-on workshops, 
gallery tours, lecture series and film festivals — attracting over 
24,000 participants annually.

In the early 20th century, Modernists like Rockwell 
Kent and Lawren Harris were inspired by the stark, 
austere beauty of the frozen landscape that fulfilled 
their new aesthetic agenda. The Modernists sought 
to free themselves from the earlier traditions of 
painting and often used a reductive process that 
stripped the landscape down to its essential forms. 
The barren angularity of the polar environment was 


a perfect subject for this creative process. 


Later in the 20th century, however, the golden age 
of polar landscape painting was coming to an end. 
The popular imagination was swept away by the 
dawn of the “space age” even as the focus of the 
art world was turning from the landscape to new 
horizons in nonrepresentational and experimental 
works. Simultaneously, greater understanding of 
the role of the Arctic and Antarctic in the global 


climate system was eroding the idea of the poles 


as unchanging regions of elemental natural power. 


These collected works serve as a requiem both for a 
bygone way of conceiving the “ends of the earth” as 
well as a unique relationship between art, imagina- 


tion and the landscape. m= 


The exhibition To the Ends of the Earth, Paint- 
ing the Polar Landscape features more than 50 
works depicting the drama and magnificence of 
the Arctic and Antarctic regions. It is on view at the 
Peabody Essex Museum, Salem, Massachusetts, 
from November 8, 2008, through March 1, 2009.

INDIA AND PEM 


SUSAN BEAN, CURATOR OF SOUTH ASIAN AND KOREAN ART 


In April 2009, the Peabody Essex Museum will 

: hold its first annual India Festival, a major 

two-day celebration featuring world-re- 
\ nowned performers in dance and music, 
internationally acclaimed authors and 
speakers, spectacular cinema, culinary 
delights and other events that the 
whole family can enjoy. The festival, 
which will be sponsored annually by 
the Desai Family Foundation, Sam and 
Nilima Desai, conveys India’s relevance, 
past, present and future, as an artistic and 


cultural phenomenon. 


The festival also features the opening of a 
new exhibition, developed collaboratively with 
the Harvard Art Museum, exploring ways that 
contemporary artists in India draw on Asian art 


traditions in their work. 


PEM has a longstanding and fruitful relationship 
with the art and artists of India, having acquired art 


from India since the museum's first year of operation 


in 1800. The original mariners’ “curiosities,” many of 
which are now considered works of art, and the logs, 
business papers and letters from this era constitute 
the most important resource in America represent- 
ing the early development of American connections 


with India (see Susan Bean's Yankee India, 2001). 


In the 20th century, new holdings of major signifi- 
cance were acquired, particularly prints and paint- 
ings by British artists depicting Indian ports, cities 
and landscapes and 19th-century photographs of 
India, predominantly by Western photographers. 
A few years ago, PEM acquired a key collection 

of images by Lala Deen Dayal, the leading Indian 
photographer of the 19th century. 


The merger with the China Trade Museum in the 
1980s brought in a growing collection of deco- 
rative arts from India’s British colonial period. 

In the new Asian Export Art wing, PEM created 
the museum's first Indian art gallery. The Indian 
colonial decorative arts collection has achieved 
international renown, particularly in the area of 


furniture (see Amin Jaffer’s Furniture from British 
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Shore Country Day School provides children with an education that inspires a love of 
learning and encourages children to embrace academic challenge. Shore Is an independent, 
co-educational, Pre-K through Grade 9 day school located in Beverly, Massachusetts.

India and Ceylon, a co-publication of PEM and the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, 2001). 


The donation of the Herwitz Collection of Con- 
temporary Indian Art in 2001 and PEM’s renova- 
tion and reopening in 2003 revitalized Indian art 
at the museum. PEM designed two new galleries 
for Indian art: the only gallery in the country 
dedicated to the modern and contemporary art 
of India, and a second space for expanding hold- 
ings in vernacular and regional art of India. The 
latter includes many important additions, chiefly 
textiles, jewelry and vernacular painting from 
Chester and Davida Herwitz, ritual images and 
ornaments from the collection of Paul Walter, and 
one of the three most important collections of 


late 19th-century Kalighat painting in the world. 


These gifts brought the museum's collection of 
vernacular art to a new level and prompted the 
creation of another, small gallery to display it. In 
2006, thanks to support from the Prashant H. Fadia 
and Deshpande Family Foundations, the traditional 
art gallery was nearly tripled in size. This was the 
second Indian gallery in the country to be named 


by donors from the Indian-American community. 


CHESTER HERWITZ (1927-1999) 


Chester Herwitz, born in Swampscott, Mass., and 
later a resident of Worcester, was an American 
businessman with a bohemian flair. He began as 
an artisan, handcrafting belts — a business that 

he soon morphed into Davey’s (named for wife 
Davida). The venture became a national, award- 
winning women’s accessories design and manufac- 


turing company. 


In the 1960s, when “genuine bleeding India madras” 
was all the rage, Herwitz sourced cloth and leather 
in India. He and Davida took a trip around the 
world, including a five-day stop in India. Within a 
few years they were back, so wowed by the color, 
energy and sheer “in-your-face” life there that 

they felt compelled to see more. Herwitz visited 


museums and the few commercial galleries that 


then existed. He discovered a lively, struggling and 
barely recognized contemporary art movement 


that included artists of enormous talent. 


Herwitz bought his first paintings in 1968, pointil- 
list views of Agra. He began collecting in earnest a 
few years later, in Paris in 1971, when he purchased 
11 canvases M.F. Husain painted for the Sao Paulo 
Biennale. Two years later, Herwitz persuaded the 
Worcester Art Museum to mount an exhibition of 
work by Husain, who, then as now at the age of 92, 
is India’s most famous living artist. Husain became 
the keystone of Herwitz’s collection and also his 


guide in the early years to the Indian art world. 


THE END OF THE MILLENNIUM AND BEYOND 


From the early 1970s to the mid-1990s, Herwitz 
built a collection that would number more than 
4,000 works. The Herwitzes were active participants 
in the Indian art movement and they played an 
important role creating an international presence 
for Indian art. They encouraged museums in the 
United States and Europe to mount exhibitions and 
generously lent from their collection to, among 
others, the Modern Art Museum at the University of 
Oxford, the Centre Pompidou in Paris and the Grey 
Art Gallery at New York University. 


In 1995 and 1996, Sotheby’s in New York held two 
auctions exclusively from the Herwitz Collection to 
benefit the Chester and Davida Herwitz Charitable 
Arts Trust. Both were considered successes and 
Herwitz is widely acknowledged for having created 


the international market in contemporary art. 


Most of the buyers were nonresident Indians who 
had achieved success in Europe and America and 
were ready to acquire the art of their homeland. 
They were reassured that the tens of thousands 
spent on a painting was safely invested because of 
Sotheby's reputation and, more so, because of the 
reputation of the Herwitz Collection, widely known 
at the time as the most important collection of 


Indian 20th-century art in private hands. -

The real engine for the boom in Indian art in the 
1990s came not from within the realm of artists, 
patrons, auction houses, galleries and museums, 
but from the sea change created in the Indian 
economy. Liberal policies moved the country from 
tightly regulated state socialism toward free market 
capitalism and unleashed the entrepreneurial 


talents in India’s business sector. 


Buyers of 20th- and 21st-century Indian art today 
are overwhelmingly of Indian origin and predomi- 
nantly residing in India. This is the opposite of the 
market for Chinese contemporary art, which is 
predominantly purchased by non-Chinese collec- 


tors and museums. 


The Herwitzes in the late 1990s were seriously 


engaged in planning for the future of the collection 


they had spent more than 20 years building. For 


PEM, the timing was auspicious. 


Susan Bean, curator of South Asian and Korean art, 
had met the Herwitzes and seen their collection. 
Shared interests and friends in common created an 
instant camaraderie that soon involved Dan Monroe, 
PEM Executive Director and CEO, who pursued his 
goal of bringing contemporary art to the museum. 
There was an ongoing dialogue, trips to India with 
the Herwitzes, a loan exhibition from their collection 
(Timeless Visions, 1999), and finally, with the help of 
PEM trustees Carla Herwitz (Chester's sister-in-law) 
and Rob Shapiro, an agreement was made: The core 
of the collection would be donated to PEM with an 
endowment, and PEM would create a gallery for the 
contemporary art of India, named for the Herwitzes. 
The Herwitz Collection of Contemporary Indian Art, 


and a superb art library, came to PEM in 2001.

The exhibitions mounted since then, drawn princi- 
pally from the Herwitz Collection, include Visions of 
India (2003); Exposing the Source: Paintings by Nalini 
Malani (2005); Epic India: Paintings by M.F. Husain 
(2006) and Gateway Bombay (2007). 


The Herwitz Collection at PEM comprises more than 
1,200 works of art — paintings, works on paper and 
several sculptures — by 67 artists. Most of India’s 
leading artists are well represented, for example, 
Husain and Tyeb Mehta, whose works began break- 
ing the million-dollar mark about three years ago. 
There are also artists who have achieved interna- 
tional prominence with solo exhibitions at impor- 
tant European venues (e.g., Bhupen Khakhar at the 


Reina Sofia in Spain, Malani at the Venice Biennale). 


Artists like Nasreen Mohammedi, K.G. Subramani- 


yan, Gulam Mohammed Sheikh and Somnath Hore 
have been critical shapers of the course of Indian 


art in the 20th century. 


The Herwitz Collection has demonstrated the 
depth, breadth and quality necessary to support 
varied exhibition projects. Beyond the museum, 
PEM's Herwitz Collection is recognized as the most 
important collection of contemporary Indian art 
in amuseum outside India and among the most 


important collections of Indian art in the world. =

“These kits allow children to take the lead in their 
Own museum excursion,’ says Gavin Andrews, PEM’s 
assistant director for family, student and teacher 
programs. “There are plenty of things to learn and

Opportunities for learning at PEM extend beyond 
these self-guided moments with friends and family. 
The museum offers hundreds of programs every
